CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 

IN the senate, on the 6th, consideration of 
schedule F—the tobacco schedule—was taken 
upand its various provisions were amended 
and passed, and schedule G—agricultural prod- 
ucts and provisions—was taken up, the first 
paragraph being 189, ‘20 per cent. ad valorem 
on live animals not specially provided for.’ To 
this Mr. Hale offered as an amendment para- 
graph 247 of the existing law, making the duty 
on hofses and mules $30 per head, horses 
valued at $150 and over to pay a duty of 30 per 
cent. ad valorem, which, after a long political 
discussion, was rejected... .. In the house, 
after the morning hour, the bill to repeal the 
state bank tax was taken up, and after further 
discussion the vote Was taken, resulting in the 
defeat of the measure—102 to 172. The house 
then took up, in committee of the whole, the 
Indian appropriation bill 

IN the senate. on the 7th, Mr. Hoar offered a 
resolution instructing the judiciary committees 
to inquire and report whetter the attempt of 
the government to enjorce the $15,000,000 lia- 
bility of the Leland Stanford estate for the debt 
of the Central Pacific Railroad Co. to the gov« 
ernment should not forthwith be relinquished 
and put at rest. which went over without ac- 
tion. Practically no progress was “made with 
the tariff bill...... Tn the house, nearly the en- 
tire day was given up ‘to the consideration, in 
committee of the whole, of the Indian appro- 
priation bill forthe year ending June 30. 1895. 
A resolution was agreed to authorizing the 
committee on immigration to ascertain and re=- 
port to the house what has been doné toward 
enforcing the immigration and contract labor 
laws, . 

IN the senate, on the 8th. Mr. Hoar modified 
his resolution in reference to relinquishing the 
claim of the United States against the @state 
of Leland Stanford, ef California. After some 
debate the resolution was laid on the table, and 
the lariff bill was taken up, several paragraphs 
of the agricultnral schedule being disposed of. 
......In the house, consideration of the Indian 
appropriation bill was resumed with ho partic- 
ularly interesting feature. An evening session 
was held for consideration of private pension 
and relief bills, 

IN the senate, on the 9th. after much prelim= 
inary sparring. the members settled down to 
work on the tariff bill.and accomplished more 
than on aiiy former day of the seven weeks’ 
consideration of the bill. eight pages, compris- 
ing 36 paragraphs being disposed of ..... In the 
house three hours were spent, under the fives 
minute rule, omthe Indian eppropriation bill— 
seven pages being passed over. Most of the 
session was occupied in the discussion of ttna- 
vailing motions to amend. 

IN the senate, on the Ilth, after a personal 
explanation by Mr. Quay, the tariff bill was 
taken Up, the question being on the first para- 
Eraph of the spirits and wine schedule (H). 
which, together with schedules I (cotton manu- 
factures) and J (flax, hemp and jute and their 
inanufacturesj--tnrec schedul4s consisting of 
nineteen paragraphs—were disposed of. After 
a short executive session the senate adjourned. 
Soekas In the house almost the entire day was 
devoted to consideration of bills relating to the 
interests of the District of Columbia, no conclu 
sion being reached with respect toany of them.

000; over the populists, 15,000. 

On the lith Robert E. Mercer. presi- 
dent of the board of commissioners of 
Allegheny county, Pa., died in Pitts- 
burgh, aged 50. He was one of the best- 
known citizens of western Pennsylva- 
nia. 

On the 11th Mrs. Jacob Gaudaur, wife 
of the champion oarsman, died in Oril- 
lia, Ont. 

At a conference held at Columbus, 
O., on the 9th and lith, between repre- 
sentatives of the striking coal miners 
and of the operators of Ohio, Pennsy]- 
vania, Indiana and northern Illinois, 
terms of settlement were adopted and 
signed, by which it was: agreed to end 
the great coal miners’ strike on June 18.

Col., in boats 
were reported to be missing as a résult 
of their boats upsetting in the Platte, 
which was very high. It was thought 
that the whole number were drowned. 

Ox the 11th S. Martin, deputy post- 
master, city clerk, secretary of a build- 
ing and loan association, ete., disaps 
peared from Valparaiso, Ind., with sev- 
eral hundred doliars of the building as 
sociation’s funds.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Tue associated banks of New York 
city held $76,918,250 in excess of the re= 
quirements of the 25-per-cent. rule on 
the 9th. 

It was reported from Rio Grande do 
Sul, on the 8th, that the insurgent gen- 
eral, Saravi, with 4,000 troops had ar- 
rived at Oruhalta, where he was prepar- 
ing a campaign: 

Imports of specie at the port of New 
York for the week ended the 9th were 
$103,418—$101.129 gold and $2.289 silver. 
For the corresponding week of 1893 the 
imports were $97,247: 

Imports, exclusive of specie. at the

“Mrs. Roonry,” widow of the famous 
chimpanzee, ‘‘Pat Rooney,” died at the 
zoological garden in Cincinnati on the 
10th. She seemed to be in fair health 
up to the time of Pat's death, three 
months ago, but soon after began to 
manifest signs of illness.

LATEST FROM HAWAII. 


The Constitutional Convention in Session 
find Getting to Business—The Style of 
the New Govetnment—The Principal Pro- 
visions of tlie Propased Constitution— 
While Not Saylng So in So Many Words, 
It Discriminates Against Asiatics. 
Vicronta, B. C., June 12.—The fol- 

lowing advices have been received by 

the steamer Arawa from the United 

Press tepresentatives at Honolulu, 

dated June 3: 

The sonstitutional convention has 
been oceupied with its organization for 
the past two days. A strongly sup- 
ported petition was made to give a seat 
in the convention to L. A. Thurston, 
without, however, giving him voting 
power. This proposition received but 
three votes from the delegates. John 
McCandless was chosen to the ad- 
visory council, vice Edsubr, and is also 
an ex-oflicio member of the conven- 
tion, 

The draft of the constitution pre- 
pared >y the executive council was dis- 
tributed to the members of the conven- 
tion yesterday afternoon. Itisalengthy 
document, an examination of which 
discloses its peculiar features those 
which are given in the following sum- 
maryi 

The government is ealled ‘The Republic of 
Hawaii." 

There is a président, no vice-president. a 
cabinet of four ministers, an advisory council 
of fifteen members and a legislature consisting 
of a senate and house of representatives, sit- 
ting separately, and each composed of fifteen 
in€imbers. 

All voters mtist be born or naturalized citi- 
zens, and miust be able to réad; write and speak 
the English or Hawatidn language with fluency. 
Electors or senators must possess property 
valued at $4,000, or a yearly income of $600. An 
tilien who wishes to qualify for naturalization 
must come from a country with which Hawaii 
has a treaty Coheérning naturalization. They 
must be able to read end writé English fluent- 
ly; must possess property valued at #200, and 
must renounce all foreign allegiance. A spe- 
tial exception, however. is made in the case of 
allaliens who sided dnd supported the provi- 
sional government. They may receive deniza- 
tion or naturalization, and be free to vote with- 
out the above qualification. All voters must 
abjure monarchy. 

The president is to be elected for aterm of 
six years and can not succeed himself. He is 
te be chosen by a majority of both houses sit- 
tink together, but the majority must also in- 
clude a majority 6f the senate. Heis to have 
the usual powers of the chief mayistrate. The 
first president is named in the constitution, and 
is to continue in oftice until December. 31, 1900. 

The advisory council are appointed, five by 
each house of congress and five by the presi- 
cent. The council is to act in cases of par- 
dons, thé uppropristion of money ana in great 
emergencies: 

In case of a presidential vacaney or stispen- 
sion, the office is to be filled by one of the cab- 
inet, until a new president can be elected. 

In the event of the failure of the legisiature 
to pass an appropriation bill, the cabinet ‘have 
the power to pay the necessary expenses in ac- 
cordance with the last appropriation Dill. 
There is a permanent roll subject to amend- 
ment by the legislators. 

If one house ddjourfns without the consent of 
the other, the latter goes on alone with com- 
plete legislative power. No session Gan exceed 
sixty working days without the consent of the 
president. The president may veto any speci- 
tication of the appropriation bill. 

The president and the senate have power to 
conclude a treaty of commercial and political 
union with the United States. 

Local boards of registration shall act on each 
island, The qualifications of voters are to be 
rigidly scrutinized. The legislaturé may pro- 
vide by-laws for the supervision, registration 
control and identification of all persons and 
any class or nationality of persons, and may 
also restrict and limit the term of residence 
and business or employment of all persons 
coming into the republic. [This meets the case 
of Asiatic immigrants. | # 

Frecdom of speech and press does not permit 
advocancy of the restoration of the monarchy. 

Noalien, unlawfully entering the republic, is 
entitled to ar writ of habeas corpus as of right. 

All treaties are ratified and confirmed. All 
commissions are vacated on September, 1, 1894. 

The first regular session of the legislature is 
to be held on the third Wednesday of February 
1896, and biennially thereafter. 

No reference is made to Asiatics in the con- 
stitution. The provisions for naturalization 
tend to exclude all such from voting. 

All existing laws and rights are confirmed; 
crown lands are declared to be the property of 
the government and lotteries are prohibited. 

The advisory conncil continues in full legis- 
lative and other authority until the legislature 
is convened. 

The first election shall be held within three 
months after the promulgation of the new con- 
stitution. The registry of voters in the elec- 
tion of May 2 shall determine the voters for 
representatives. Voters for senators only 
shall be specially registered at that time. 


CAPTURED A SEALER 








Aftera Test of the Sailing Qualities of 
the Cruiser Mohican. 

WASHINGTON, June 12.—A _ telegram 
received in this city yesterday states 
that the United States steamer Mohi- 
can had, after a chase that taxed her 
sailing qualities not a little, captured 
a sealing vessel against which evi- 
dences of violations of laws and 
treaties were complete. 

When first sighted by the Mohican, 
the vessel left no doubt of her unlaw- 
ful cruising. and the effort she made 
to escape verified the first view of the 
naval authorities. 

As soon as the Mohican was within 
easy range the positive manner of the 
Mohican compelled her to heave to, and 
the sealer's capture was effected, 
though she had led the United States 
ship a very exciting race. 

Further details are wanting. but the 
main facts are incorporated in the brief 
telegram received in this city. The 
navy department has not been advised, 
but this is probably because of the late- 
ness of the hour at which the report 
reached Port Townsend, from whence 
the information was telegraphed. 

Telegrams from the same source men- 
tion a recent narrow escape from 
drowning of a party of twelve mem- 
bers of the United States coast survey 
while endeavoring to make a Janding 
through the surf near Port ‘Townsend.

END OF THE STRIKE. 


The Much-Désired Consummation Reached 
at the Conference at Columbus, O.—Full 
Text of the Agreement bY Which the 
Deadlock is to be Broken and thé Wheels 
of Industry Again Set in Motion. 


CoLtuMPus, O., June 12.—The great 
strike of coal miners inaugurated May 
1 has been settled, and most of the 
miners will return to work next Mon- 
day. Since the beginning of this 
movement to benefit organized labor, 
thousands of miners have been idle, in- 
dustries of all kinds have been com- 
pelled to reduce their running time 
and labor or suspend altogether, rail- 
roads have abandoned many trains, 
and idleness has been forced on thou- 
sands of men outside of those em- 
ployed in mining coal. 
The conference which brought about 
this much-desired and long-sought-for 
result met in this city Saturday morn- 
ing. Operators of mines in Ohio, Penn- 
svylvania. Indiana and northern and 
eastern Illinois were present, as were 
also representatives of the United Mine 
Workers, headed by President McBride. 
All day Saturday they struggled with 
the problem of arbitration and finally 
adjourned without result until yester 
day moraing. 

At 10 o'clock the conference again 
met, but the scale committee almost 
immediately asked for an adjournment 
until 3 o'clock, and the djfferent com- 
mittees acquiesced. 

When the miners and operators again 
met in the afternoon they found before 
them the proposition of Col. W. P. 
Rend, of Chicago. Mr. Rend submit- 
ted the following: 

“The miners are to accept 60 and 69 
cents per ton now, but after September 
1, 1894, they are to receive 70 and 79 
cents, the scale they are now demand- 
ing. 

This wasastep in the right direc- 
tion, and the miners, adopting Mr. 
tend’s suggestion, finally reached an 
agreement on this basis, which shall] 
continue in force until May 1, 1895. 


The Terms of Settlement. 

CotumBus, O., June 12.—The report 
of the scale committee was adopted 
unanimously by the conference of the 
miners and operators at 10 o'clock last 
night, and the conference adjourned 
sine die. It was noticed when the sig- 
natures were read that the miners had 
substituted for W. H. Murray and A. 
A. Adams, the men who stood out 
arainst compromise, John Fahy and 
Secretary P. A. MeBryde. 

The following is the full agreement 
resolution: 


0 Resolved, That we agree that the rates for 
mining 2,000 pounds lump coal shall be as fol- 
lows: | 

Pittsburgh, thin vein, 69 cents: thick vein, 
56 cents; Hocking. 6) cents; Indiana bitumin- 
ous, 60 cents; Indiana block, 70 cents; Streator, 
til.. summer, 624%, cents; Streator, winter, 7 
cents; Wilmington, summer 71% cents: Wil- 
mington, winter. 8 cents; La Salle, Dl., and 
Spring Valley, summer, 724% cents; La Salle 
and Spring Valley, winter, 80 cents; other sec- 
tions in the northern Illinois field at prices 
relative to the above. 

Coal in Pittsburgh district. going east to 
tidewater, shall pay the same mining price as 
that paid by the Pengas and Westmoreland 
coal. 

This seale of prices shall be in effect and 
bind both parties thereto, beginning June J8, 
1804, and continuing until May 1, 1895, subject 
to the following provisions: 

Provided, that the above-named scale of 
prices for the Pittsburgh district shall be gen- 
erally recognized and observed. 

It is further provided that operators and 
miners shall co-operate in their efforts to se- 
cure a general observance of said prices named 
for said district, and if during the period coy- 
ered by this agreement a general recognition of 
the prices herein named for said district can- 
not be secured, either party to this agreement 
may call a meeting of the joint board of 
arbitration to meet at such time and place as 
those having authority may select; and said 
joint board, when so called, shall meet and de- 
termine, if able, whether the agreement has 
been sufficiently respected and complied witk 
to warrant its continuance to the date named 
herein; if the board is unable to agree 
the members thereof shall select a disinter- 
ested man, whose decision shall bé 
final. If it shall be found and decided 
by process above provided, that it is being sub- 
stantially respected, it shall remain in force 
and bind both parties thereto for the period 
stipulated herein; and if found and decided by 
the same process not to be so generally ob- 
served as to warrant its continuance, it shall be 
abrogated and both parties thereto absolved 
from contract oDligations herein set forth.

RUINED COLUMBIANS. 


Fifteen Thousand Homeless People in 
British Columbia—Result of the Frazet 
River Flood-—The Dominion Government 
Agents Busy Kelleving the Consequent 
Distreas-—-The Water Still Rising—Floods 
in Northern Minnesota. 

Vancouven, B. C., June 10.—The 
Dominion government is having a care- 
ful estimate made of the losses and 
losers by the flood. 

In the municipalities, corresponding 
to American counties, it is found by the 
census, taken carefully as possible, 
that fully 15,000 people are homeless in 
consequence of the flooding of the 
Frazier. What their losses will be or 
have been can not yet be calculated, 
The enormous total of homeless ones is 
made up thus: 

Delta municipality, 2,000: Lang, 1,500; 
Matsqui, 1,000; Sumas, 500; Chilliwack, 
3,000; Richmond, 1,500; Burnaby, 8,000; 
Couquitlam, 200; Maple Ridge, 500; 
Mission, 500; Dewdney, 500; Nicomen, 
300; between Nicomen and Yale, 200, 
and Yale, 300. 

Though the Frazier river is 159 miles 
long, and all the lower vallev is flooded, 
the greatest damage has been done in 
a district of 100 miles between Landers 
and Yale. 

Col. Baker, provincial secretary, haa 
been personally directing the relief 
work for the local government. Unre- 
mitting attention on the part of the 
government is being required by the 
unfortunate settlers, many of whom are 
dependent upon the calling of relief 
steamers for what little they get toeat. 
The majority of refugees are still sleep- 
ing in tents on the mountain side. 





The Frazior River's Devastation Has Not 
Yet Ended. 

VANCOUVER, B. C., June 10.—Reports 
eeceived here from the interior state 
that the Frazier river is still slowly 
rising. The rises reported range from 
1 inch on the lower river to 12 inches 
at Lytton.

A FEARFUL DISASTER. 


Explosion Follows ieee eine in 
the Mines of Silesia. 


HUNDREDS OF MINERS KILLED. 


Ventilators Were Destroyed and Fire 
Spread in Every Direction—A Rescuing 
party Perished in an Attempt to Save 
the Lives of Their Fellow Miners—The 
Mines Belonged to an Austriaa Count. 


TROPPEAU, Silesia, June 15.—A_ dis- 
aster involving great loss of life hae 
been reported from Karwin. 

An explosion of fire damp occurred 
during the night in the Johann and 
Franziska mines at that place. About 
200 miners are said to have been killed. 
Both mines were on fire when the dis- 
patch announcing the disaster was sent: 
ventilator shafts were destroyed, and 
the fire was spreading in all directions. 

An explosion took place at 10 p. m. in 
a pit of the Franziska mines and result- 
edin the death of 120 miners. This explo 
sion was almost immediately followed 
by aseries of other explosions in the 
mines, the most disastrous of the latter 
being in Johann’s pit, where 80 miner- 
were killed. The rescue party which 
descended into one of the pits at 5 a. m. 
perished. 

The ventilator shafts of several of th- 
pits were destroyed, and the fire sprea‘ 
in all directions. Assistance has been 
sent to the scene of the disaster from «al 
directions, 

The Johann and Franziska mines are 
owned by Count von Larisch. 


A FEEBLE EFFORT.

Mr. Smith is one of the first origi- 
nal stock holders of the Gazette 
Company. He was a member of 
the Ecumenical Conference which 
convened in Washington, D. C. 

Mr. Smith owns property in At- 
lanta, Ga., valued at $900, 500 acres 
of land and a saw mill in Alabama, 


which he operates. He has filled 
the pulpit of all the important 
charges in this State and is at pres. 
ent pastor of the M. E. Church at 
Decatur.

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SENATOR KYLE'S WORK 


He Wiill Spring a Big Sensation 
Pretty Soon. 


MADE MONEY BY THE MILLIONS. 


It Was Obtained from the Government 
Upon Fraudulent Representations of 
Damages Sustained at the Hands of 
Marauding Red Men Who Were Wards 
of the Naiion. 


WasHINGTON, June 15.—The result of 
Senator Kyle’s investigation of Indian 
depredation claims, has been the discov- 
ery of a series of the most gigantic frauds 
ever attempted to be perpetrated upon 
the government. They involve in the 
aggregate nearly $44,000,000 of Indian 
depredation claims, representing more 
than 11,000 cases, not more than 25 per 
cent of which are believed to be legiti- 


mate. These claims have been put 
through the court of claims in large 
numbers upon meagre ex-parte evidence, 
it is charged, and with the connivance, 
it is believed of several government ofti- 
cials. 

Whether this connivance has been 
criminal, or merely due to an overzeal- 
ous attempt to make a record, only the 
most thorough investigation will dis- 
close. The Indian depredation claims 
now on file in the department of justice 
are supposed to have their origin in the 
unlawful acts of friendly Indian tribe’ 
living upon reservations and under laws 
and regulations prescribed by the gov- 
ernment. The depredations are of the 
nature of stock and crops stolen, houses 
and barns pillaged and destroyed, and 
in some cases are based upon injuries 
received in defense of property. All 
the claims are supposed to be made by 
citizens of the United States. 

For many years these claims were 
filed with the secretary of the interior, 
but three years ago congress enacted a 
law under which they were tranferred 
to the court of claims. Suddenly these 
claims, which had languished under the 
rigid investigation of the interior de- 
partment, began to pour through the 
court of claims and appear on the 
docket in the form of judgments against 
the United States. Judgments for over 
$500,000 were rendered in 1892, and in 
the following year judgments were ren- 
dered and certified to congress for $452z,- 
227.83. Congress appropriated the 
money to pay the judgments rendered 
in 1892, but the suspicions of the mem- 
bers of the appropriations committees of 
both houses were aroused by the certifi- 
cation of the second batch, and the sen- 
ate committee on Indian depredations 
undertook to ascertain the methois by 
which these claims were put through. 

For more than a year this inquiry has 
been in progress, the sessions of the 
committee being held in secret, and but 
little of the information secured has got 
into the papers. In February, 1893, the 
senate committee examined Attorney 
General Miller and Assistant Attorney 
general Colby, as to the processes by 
which the judgments had been securea. 
The extravagance of the claims, and the 
fact that many duplicates and _tripli 
cates were found in the files, taken in 
connection with the unprecedented ac- 
tion of the departinent in compromising 
many claims, caused a big stir in the 
little circle of the committee. But it 
remained for Senator Kyle, as chair nan 
of a subcommittee of the senate co n- 
mittee on Indian depredations, to obtain 
in an investigation on the frontier evi- 
dence of the fraudulent character of a 
large percentage of the claims, and of 
the methods by which they were put 
through the court of claims. Senator 
Kyle is now preparing his report, which 
will be presented to the senate in a day 
or two. 


BAYARD TO THE BRITONS. 


“The United States, Like England, Only 
Wants a Fair Field and No Favor.” 


Lonpon, June 15,—‘‘My grandfather 
signed the treaty of peace with Eng- 
land,” said Ambassador Bayard at the 
chamber of commerce banquet, ‘‘and 
nothing influenced me morein coming 


here than to keep that treaty perfect and 
render any other unnecessary.” (Pro- 
longed cheers.) 

Mr. Bayard, whose seat was next to 
that of Sir William Harcout, was re- 
sponding to the toast of the diplomats. 
Comparing diplomacy, past and pres- 
ent, he dwelt upon the necessity of sin 
cerity and good faith in international 
relations. 

‘*The United States,” he said, ‘‘like 
England, only wants a fair field and no 
favor. Let us have square, manly, 
straightforward good faith, and it will 
be the best means not only of setting 
right, but of preventing international 
misunderstandings. 

“Speaking to the British people, I 
cannot say that they have any misun- 
derstanding. Let us keep the sky clear. 
There may be commercial and fiscal 
differences, but let there never be cloud- 
ed relations.” 


The Coffins Get Another Chance, 

CHicaGo, June 15.—Sitting in cham- 
bers as a justice of the supreme court. 
Justice Harlan granted a writ of error 
in the cases of Francis A. and Rercival 
Coffin, of the Indianapolis Cabinet com- 
pany, recently convicted of aiding and 
abetting the wrecking of the Indianapo 
lis National bank, and sentenced re 
spectively to 10 and 5 years’ imprison- 
ment in the Indiana penitentiary north. 





An Italian Statesinan Dead. 
NaPLes, June 15.—Baron Giovanni 
Nicotera, ex-minister of the interior and 
one of Italy's foremost statesmen, died 


at his home at Vico Equense, near this 
city. Baron Nicotera was stricken with 


apoplexy in Rome on Feb. 24. He was 
removed to his home, but never fully 
recovered from the attack. At the 


time of his death he was a member o! 
the chamber of deputies for Salerno.

THE SALVADORAN REFUGEES 
Captain Thomas Will Turn Them Over 
When Order Is Restored. 

WASHINGTON, June 15.—It is stated 
on authority that as soon as the new 
government in Salvador has fully es- 
tablished itself, and is able to preserve 
law and order, it is the intention of 
President Cleveland to direct the sur- 
render of the refugees now on board the 
United States steamer Bennington to 
the proper judicial authorities, not, ! 
however, without the fullest guarantee 
on the part of Salvador that the prison- 
ers shall be tried by an impartial tri- 
bunal organized in conformity with the | 
constitution of the republic. 

According to the latest dispatches 
from Commander Thomas, there still 
exists throughout Salvador a state of 
affuirs but little removed from anarchy, 
and the members of the late government 
who were given asylum on the Benning- 
ton would, in his opinion, be murdered 
without any formalities whatever the 
moment thay reached shore if he were 
compelled to give them up. 

It is said Comimander Thomas was 
anxious for permission to take his refu- 
gees to Panama in the Bennington, or 
toputthem aboard some outward bound 
merchant vessel, but was restrained | 
from this proceeding because this gZov- 
ernment was opposed to establishing a 
precedent in the matter of granting asy- 
lum.

OF INTEREST TO FARMERS. 


Effects of Democratic Legislation on the 
Live Stock Business. 

It is proposed to legislate in the 
interest of the stock raiser of Can- 
ada, Central America, Mexico and oth- 
er foreign countries and against that 
Under 
the McKinley act there is a specific 
duty of $30 per head on horses valued 
at less than $150, and 80 per cent. ad 
valorem on all valued at $150 or over. 
The pending measure fixes the duty on 
all horses imported at the low rate of 
20 per cent. ad valorem. 

Now, what must be the inevitable 
effect of this change on the American 
horse raiser? During the fiscal year 
ended June 80, 1893, we imported into 
this country , 12.248 horses valued at 
less than $159 each, and 382 valued at 
S150 and over, in all 12,630 head of the 
total value of $I.164,483.50, and on 
which we collected a duty to the 
amount of $367,440. Now, during the 
three years—15887-1889 inclusive—imme- 
diately preceding the enactment of the 
McKinley law, the duty was but 20 per 
cent. 

We imported horses of the aggregate 
value for these three years of $7,308,- 
437. or of the average annual value of 
$2,436,145; while for the three years— 
1591-1895 inclusive—immediately after 
the enactment of the McKinley law, 
the annual value of our importations 
was but $1,189,621, or less annually 
than for the three preceding years by 
$1,246,524. ‘ 

There were in the United States in 
1890, according to the census, 14,213,- 
837 head of horses of the value of $973,- 
516.562, while according to the latest 
statistical abstract there were on the 
ist of January last (1894) in this coun- 
try 16,081,201 head, or an increase in 
the number in the past three years of 
1,877,364 head, an inerease over the 
number of head in 1880 of 5,725,713 
head, as the total number in 1880 was 
but 10,357,488. 

We can, under a proper protective 
policy, not only supply our own de- 
mand for horses, but become exporters 
to many millions of dollars’ worth an- 
nually. Indeed, we are now exporters 
to a considerable amount, as during 
the last three years we have exported 





we are'to-day exporters of cattle to 
many millions of dollars in value an- 
nually. in 1890 we exported cattle to 
the value of $31.261,131; in 1891 to the 
value of $30,445,249, and in 1892 to the 
value of $35,099,005, or an aggregate of 
$06,805,475, as against $37,566,631 dur- 
ing the three years—1887-1889, immedi- 
ately preceding the passage of the 
McKinley act. . 


PROTECTION PROSPERITY. 


Unprecedented Good Times Under the Mc- 
Kinley System. 

From 1880 to 1890 under protection 
our manufacturing interests increased 
in value from five million to nine mil- 
lion dollars. Such an increase was 
never known in any country on the 
face of the earth. It is the wonder, 
the envy of Europe. 

Every manufactory had operatives. 
These workmen worked in shops. 
They consumed farm products; they 
did not raise them. They were friends 
of, purchasers from, the farmers; they 
were not competitors of the farmers. 
They furnished a large and ever-grow- 
ing home market. The farmersold from 
his wagon box, and for cash, instead 
of shipping to distant cities. He was 
his own middleman, his own express, 
his own railway. He pocketed his good 
price and saved all commissions, all ex- 
press and freight bills. 

These manufactories were stiniu- 
lated by and in part sustained by the 
tariff, which gave them a chance to 
build up. So abundant was their num- 
ber and their increase that domestie 
competition brought prices down to 
nearly or quite the price of the foreign 
article, without including the duty. 
In some cases, as in calico, the price is 
just about the bare duty, say nothing 
of cost. 

If calico sells at four to five cents a 
yard it is idle tosay that the taviff of 
four cents fixed by the McKinley bill 
is a ‘‘tax” on the American consumer. 

Now we are threatened with a whole- 
sale slaughter of our industrial system 
to benefit the nonindustrial planta- 
tion system of the south and the New 
York importers. What care they for 
the home markets of the west and 
the northwest? The south is in favor 
of low wages, and free foreign goods is

9,303 head of horses of the value of 
42,114,703, as against 7.622 head of the 
value of $1,356,850 exported for the 
three years 1887-1889, preceding the 
MeKinley law. 

But what is true of horses is also 
true respecting cattle. This great 
egricultural industry is also assailed 
by the Wilson billin the same ruth- 
less and, it would seem, senseless man- 
ner. Under the existing law there is 
a specific duty of $2 per head on all 
cattle one year old or less, and $10 per 
head on all more than one year old, 
which is equivalent to 45.53 per cent. 
on the former and 63.22 per cent. on 
the latter. The pending Wilson bill 
proposes to change all this to 20 per 
cent. ad valorem on all cattle of what 
ever age, or, in other words, to reduce 
the tariff to about one-third the pres- 
ent rate. Now, what has been the ef- 
fect in its advantages to the American 
cattle-raiser by the McKinley act and 
the protective policy, and what will 
probably be the effect of this proposed 
change in this policy? 

We imported for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 80, 1898, 2,272 head of cattle 
of less than one year old,'of the value,of 
£10,428, and 826 head of one year old or 
more. of the value of $13,065, or a total 
number of head of 3,098, of the value 
of $23,503; and the total number of 
head of cattle imported during the 
three years—1891-1893, inclusive, since 
the passage of the McKinley act was 
but 9,652 head in 1891, 2,086 head in 
1892, and 3,098 head in 1893, aggregat 
ing for the three years but 14,786 
head, of the aggregate value of but 
$97,524, or an annual average importa- 
tion for these three years under the 
McKinley act of but 4.928 head, of the 
uverage annual value of $32,512; 
whereas for the three years preceding 
the enactment of the McKinley 
auct—18$7-1889, when the duty was sub- 
stuntially as now proposed. we im- 
ported 187,721 head, as follows: 

In 1887, 72,665 head; in 1888, 57,505 
head: and in 1889, 57,551 head, oran 
average for three years of 62,573 head, 
of the aggregate value of $2,200,486, or 
an annual average in value of $733,- 
425.33. 

Why, then, should we go back to the 
eld policy, which will bring into eom- 
petition with the cattle yaisers of this 
country from 60 to 100,000 head of Can- 
adian and other foreign cattle 
annually and drain our country an- 
nually of over $1,000,000, which will go 
inte “the pockets of foreign cattle 


: raisers? 


The eattle industry ef the United 
States isan immense one. It is an ag- 
ricultural interest moreover. Our 
country shonld, and can wnder a 
proper protective policy, export largely 
fcattle instead of importing. In fact

the first step in that direction. Cut off 
the supply of labor here and the price 
of a day's work will fall; they will get 
labor at antebellum prices, almost, 
and be able to swing their plantation 
manners over the workingmen as of 
old. New York importers, mostly for- 
eigners, agentsand partners of foreign 
manufacturers, seek free trade in their 
own goods made abroad by their 
cheaper labor. If they succeed the 
farmer will find his local buyers 
forced to the farm and to become com- 
petitors in farm products.
